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THE LATE EARL OF EGREMONT. 

Tux late Earl of Egremont was known, 
with all his eccentricity, to be a great patron 
of art, and to do many generous acts in favour 
of its votaries. We have heard of one in- 
stance of the exertion of his bounty which we 
regret for the sake of his patronage as well as 
for the object who proved Cimeelf so unworthy 
of being its recipient. A common working 
carpenter was reported to his lordship as 
exhibiting great original powers as a carver : 
it was only for Lord Egremont to be made 
aware that genius was near him to awaken 
his attention to detect it, and this he was not 
long in doing in the instance we refer to. 
He watched for awhile unseen the progress 
of the workman; and having at length satis- 
fied himself that his promise was not over- 
rated, entered into conversation and made 
overtures highly to the advantage of the car- 
penter. One vice, alas! the too common vice 
of many men of talent, this poor man was the 
victim of,—need we say it was intemperance. 
The Earl of Egremont wished to cure him of 
it, and so framed his arrangements with the 
workman as to remove him as far as possible 
from the temptation to drink ; this, so long as 
the excitement of his task—the whole of the 
carvings of a favourite room of the Earl's, 
elaborate and rich, we understand, almost be- 
yond precedent—so long as the task lasted, 
which was for many months, he was enabled 
to succeed in; but that done, “ the sow re- 
turned to her vomit.’ All the splendid pro- 
spect that had opened to him, the pledges of 
reward, and every advantage, were dashed 
down in preference to the cup of filthy intoxi- 
cation; the Earl, disgusted with the man’s 
ingratitude and senselessness, cast him off, 
and there remains nothing to tell of the un- 
fortunate and infatuated wretch except this 
narrative and the carved room at Petworth 
Castle, where even Grinling Gibbons may be 
said to have been outvied by this meteoric 
flash of the genius of an irreclaimable sen- 
sualist.
